SAFE ARRIVAL AT BALMORAL

, Scotland, Sept. 22.—The Russian 


yachts Standard and Pole Star wen 
sighted at the entrance of Fir th of Forth 
at 10 o'clock Ibis moraine and the news 
was immediately telegraphed to the 
prince of Wales who waa in charge of the 
arrangement* for the reception of the 
C»r and Czarina,and who will accompany 
the Russian visitors to Balmoral. A 
heavy rain was falling but enormous 
crowds of people lined the way to the 
clocks and greeted the arrival of tha 
royal party with the greatest enthusiasm. 


On the arrival of the Russian imperial 


I v,chts, they were saluted by the fleet 
Mid dropped anchor. 
The yacht Tan- 


tallion Castle with the English royal 
i Arty aboard ran alongside the Standard 
a.nd »he Princs of Wales and Duke of Con 
n»jgbt went aboard to welcome the visi- 
,ors. 
The party lunched aboard the 


Standard. 


The greatest precautions were taken 


afloat for the protection of their majesties' 
Picket boats, steam launches, torpedo 
boats, and the warships, Majestic, Mag- 
nificent, Repulse and Resolution formed » 
complete net around the Imperial Russian 
yacht*, ostensibly to prevent shore boats 
front crowding, but in reality to prevent 
any possible dynamite outrage. The 
•bore boats were so numerous that the 
precautions were amply warranted. The 
precautions ashore were equally thorough. 
Picked members of the Russian secret 
police and the most trusted members of 
the Czar's nahiliat detectives were strong 
along everywhere. The party went rein, 
forced by a picked squad of Scotland 
Yard detectives, who will remain attached 
to the Czar's party till It leaves England. 


After luncheon their imperial majesties 


boarded the TanUUion Castle proceeded 
np the Firth while the warships flying the 
Russian ensign fired salutes. 
The Czar 


•ad Czarina landed at Jetty at 1.40 o'clock 
amid great enthusiasm and were met by 
the guarfis of honor, detachments of 
police, and the regiment of Highlanders 
with field officers la full uniform. At the 
'aflway station, the pirty boarded the 
queen's special train built specially for 
tn majesty and started for Ballater 
where the party was driven through long 
'ne i of people and carriages to Balmoral 
Castle. 


QUIET AT LEADY1LLE.

Fhacher's letter issued Sunday night Is a 
stultification of the Buffalo platform. 


This is Thacher'a embarrassing position 


after trying to straddle gold and silver in 
order to keep on the ticket. Ha ie asked 
to withdraw by the men who controlled 
the Buffalo convention and allowed hia 
nomination. It doesn't look possible to- 
day for Thacher to do anything but stop 
down and out. 


Relative to the meeting of the Demo- 


cratic State committee tonight, the state* 
ment is made tuat Tammany as a body 
will vote for any resolution looking to the 
withdrawal of Thaoher from the ticket. 
The reply to Sheehan'a telegram is anx- 
iously awa'.ted. In event of withdrawal, 
Wilbur P. Porter of Watertown and El- 
liott Danforth are prominently mentioned 
to supply Thatcher's place.

The 
fortune teller, the tintype man, the Afri- 
can dodger, the peanut vender, the pro- 
prietor of horrors and the proprietor Of 
mysteries are all resurrected and shout, 
ing so incessantly as If hypnotized for 
their work. The Coney Island is clean 
this year. No exhibition of questionable 
character is on the grounds and the great- 
est care is being taken that nothing im- 
pure under innocent exterior creeps In. 
Blending off from this vanity fair, but 
clearly distinguishable from it, are many 
exhibits of inventions and manufactures. 
These are more numerous than ever and 
would indicate that the agrlcnltual fair is 
looked upon as a very good place for ad* 
vertising certain 'productions.

A Tree will be PlanteiTin Soil from Every 


State and Watered with Water from 


Many Sources.

and Camp Fire. 


C. D. Sanford post, No. 79, G. A. K.. has 


received an invitation to attelid a public 
celebration to bo held October 6 at New 
Bedford by William Logan Rodman post, 
No 1, of that city. Hodman post was the 
first Grand Army post chartered in New 
England and thirty years of work without 
intermission have rendered it tbe oldest 
consecutively working post in the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 
The invitation 


received by Sanford post contains among 
many other things the following: 


"We would leave to posterity some liv- 


ing, visible mementp which shall con- 
ctmtly bring to mind the three great 
principles of our order and inspire others 
to do and dare all their fathers did in the 
cause of our national liberty and unity. 
And so while in our present jubilee year 
we shall seek to cement anew old ties of 
comradeship and form new ones, we 
desire also to so influence coming genera- 
tions that charity apd loyalty may abound, 
though our fraternity miy exist only aa a 
memory." 


To help make this occasion notable and 


to perpetuate the memory of itself Rod- 
man post has hit upon a very unique idea. 
It will plant on the public common of New 
Bedford a tree furnished by the depart- 
ment of Virginia and North Carolina and 
obtained 
from the plantation 
near 


Brdge's Creek, West Moorel»nd, Co., Va., 
where Washington passed his boyhood. 
Its roots will be covered with soil ob- 
tained from the redoubt at Bunker Hill 
and presented by Abraham Lincoln post 
of Cbarlestown; soil from the field at 
Saratoga where Burgoyne's army laid 
down its arms, presented by Jamas Bill 
Kean post of Saratoga, N. Y.; soil from 
the field where O or n wall is surrendered, 
presented by Joe Hooker post of York- 
town, Va.,and soil from every state in 
the Union, contributed by their govern- 
ors for this purpose. 
The roots will be 


refreshed with water from the lakes, the 
Delaware river and Mollie Pitchers well. 
That from Lake Champlain will be ob- 
tained from directly over the wreck of 
the Royal Savage and 
presented by 


Walter H. Berdict post of Plattsburgh, 
N. Y., in a hand painted vase depicting the 
naval battle of October 11, '78; that from 
Put-In bay, on Lake Erie, where Perry 
won his great naval battle of September 
11,1814, presented by Comrade J. B. Divis 
ofSandusky, O., and that from the Dela- 
ware river procured at the point where 
Washington crossed his army in Decem- 
ber 1775, and water from Mollie Pitcher's 
well, presented by the department of 
New Jersey. 


Governor Bushnell of Ohio, with the 


contribution of soil from his state, thanked 
tbe post for the opportunity and said: "I 
have read the details of your plan with 
exceeding interest and wish to express 
£he opinion that the idea involved is in 
every way unique, but at tbe same time 
eminently significant and patriotically 
correct. I do not know of a celebration 
which would combine a more interesting 
lesson and teach a higher respect for the 
principles of patriotism." 


Rodman post invites all its comrades 


from far and near to attend this celebra- 
bratlon and says: "We shall recognize no 
distinction based upon department bound- 
aries in our fraternal welcome to our 
brothers of every race who fought for the 
flag, whether upon land or sea." 


The ceremonies attending the planting 


of the tree will occur in the forenoon. In 
the afternoon a mammoth clam bake 
will be served on a spot overlooking the 
waters of Buzzards bay and the jubilation 
will close with a rousing campflre in the 
evening. 


This is indeed an Inviting program and 


the event will undoubtedly call together 
a, very large gathering of Grand Army 
men. Sanford post will not attend, but it 
is not at all improbable that some of it8 
members will be present. The post voted 
to refer the matter to the Fort Massachu- 
setts Historical association, and tbere is 
no doubt that a contribution of soil from 
the site of Fort Massachusetts will be for- 
warded to mingle with the others at the 
roots of tbe Washington tree.

Appreciated Theory—Measured 1>y Price 
of Labor, Gold Is Depreciating. 


The Hon. David A. Wells, author of 


"Recent Economic Changes^'1 an(i *be 
greatest American authority on the 
cause of falling prices, has a full page 
article on this subject in the New York 
Tribune of Sept. 7. He finds that there 
has boon a universal fall in prices, aver- 
aging 30 or 40 per cent since 1878, but 
that it is only in this country that the 
fall is attributed to the demonetization 
of silver. Continuing, he says in part: 


Granting, as every intelligent person 


must, that the recent universal decline 
in prices cannot be due to any local 
agency, but must be attributed to some 
universal influence, it is claimed that 
swell an influence is to be found in an 
appreciation in tUb value or purchasing 
power of gold, owing to its limited and 
insufficient supply, and also that this 
decline in prices followed the BO called 
demonetization of silver in some coun- 
tries, and the closing of the mints in 
other countries to its coinage. 


The appreciation of gold, helped by 


an alleged euforcad scarcity of silver, 
and a decline in price seem, therefore, 
to stand to each other in the relation of 
cause aud effect, aud-the cause of the 
advoeates of silver has accordingly at | 
the outset much of plausibility. But j 
plausibility is not proof, nor assumption

truth, as is strikingly illustrated by the j 
claim of the Rev. Jasper, pastor of the I 
First colored church in Richmond, Va., t 
that "the sun do move," and the earth 
"do stand still," and who has more of 
seeming facts in support of his faith 
than can be adduced by the advocates

of the gold appreciation theory—for . 
cannot everybody with eyes see the snn

move up every morning in the east and , 
move down every evening in the west? , 
And if the earth moves 19 miles every , 
second, as the astronomer bugs tell us, 
would not every movable thing fly off

its surface as mud does from a revolv- 
t 


ing carriage wheel? And as nothing 
does fly off, is it not certain that the 
earth stands still? 


Investigation in the case of the Kev. 


Jasper and the advocates of the gold ap- 
preciation theory will, however, lead to 
different conclusions. It is to be noted, 
in the first place, that the advocates of 
the latter theory, in stating what they 
assert to be the truth, never express 
themselves other than generally, in all 
that ban been written or spoken in sup- 
port of the gold theory on either side of 
the Atlantic. 


No one has ever been able to name a 


single commodity thut has notably de- 
clined in prii'e within the last SO years 
and satisfactorily proved, or even at- 
tempted to prove, that such decline was 
due to the appreciation of gold. And 
< 


tbo reason for Eticb. default is that it ' 
cannot be done. 


On tho other hand, not a single com- 


modity that has notably declined in 
price within this time can be named in 
respect to which clear, abundant and 
specific evidence cannot be adduced in 
proof that this decline has been due to 
decreased cost of production or distribu- 
tion or to changes in supply and de- 
mand occasioned by wholly fortuitous 
circumstances. 


Nobody, furthermore, has ever risen 


to explain tlie motive which has im- 
pelled the honest sellers of merchandise 
all over the world during the last 25 
years to taks lower prices for their 
goods in the face of an unexampled 
abundance of capital and remarkably 
low rates of interest, except for one or 
both of two reasons—excess of supply 
or dinr.aished demand. Has any one 
ever attempted to explain how it has 
happened that during the recent period 
of the fall of prices the world's stock of 
money, and especially of silvar, has been 
constantly increasing? 


Is it not plain that a phenomenal du- 


clineof prices in two parts of the world, 
with entirely different monetary condi- 
tions, must have had other causes than 
a demonetization of silver in the United 
States, which took place, if it ever did, 
a comparatively short time ago (repeal 
of the Sherman act in 1898), and which 
has not prevented nearly $600,000,000 
of silver credit money from circulating 
iu the the country at its full nominal 
value? 


That the price of labor measured in 


gold has not declined, but increased in 
a marked degree everywhere in the civ- 
ilized world during the last quarter of 
a century, has been already commented 
on; hence if the purchasing power of 
gold has increased during this period a 
given amount of it would have purchas- 
ed more labor and not less, or, what is 
the same thing, wages wonld have fall- 
en, which they have not done. 


Measured by the price of labor, gold 


has unquestionably depreciated, and re- 
cent careful examinations indicate that 
the ratio of its decline has been from 
100 in 1873 to' S3 in 1893. 
Measured 


also by tho decline in the rate of inter- 
est on such established gold paying se- 
curities as British consols, the ratio has 
been from 100 in 1870 to 75 in 1896. 
Can anybody suggest a better measure 
for testing this issue? 


Has any one ever endeavored to ex- 


plain how an appreciation of gold has 
reduced tho cost of railroad and water 
transportation to the extent of more 
than 75 per cent within the last 30 
years, although the wages of employees 
have advanced during the same period? 


If, on the other hand, these' reduc- 


tions were caused by the suppression 
of the free coinage of silver, will not a 
reversion of policy enable ihe railroads 
to advance their freight rates and rob the 
people, as will- be claimed, by exacting 
00 per cent more than at present? And 
will not some Bupplamontrjy provisions

SIMPLE SUMS FOR SILVERlTESl"" 


Problems WlilcU Can Easily Be Figured 


Ont l»y Voters. • 


A farmer raises 1,000 bushels of 


wheat, for which he now gels $600.' 
With that money he buys various kinds' 
of manufactured goods at low pricea.. 
With free coinage at 16 to 1 he might 
get $1,000 for his wheat, bnt would 
certainly have to pay nearly twice as 
much for the goods he would buy. How 
much would the farmer gain from a 
cheap money scheme which doubled the 
price of the things he gets In exchange 
for his wheat? 


The Sherman silver law of 1890 pro- 


vided for the purchase by government 
of 64,000,000 ounces of silver per year. 
Under the operation of that law the 
price of silver, after a short speculative 
rise, fell steadily from $1.16 to 78 cents- 
per ounce. If the purchase and storage 
of practically the entire American pro- 
duction of silver could not prevent its 
price from falling, what reasons are 
there for believing that the mere act of 
coining silver into dollars and return- 
ing them to the owners of the bullion, 
will double the price of all the silver in 
tho world? 


A workingman who depends for his 


livelihood on the sale of his labor to an 
employer is now paid $3 per day in 
currency based on the gold standard and 
kept on a parity with gold by our l-\w< 
This $3 will buy a relatively Urge quan- 
tity of necessities. If this country adopts 
free coinage and gees on to a silver basis, 
(2 will buy only one-half as much of 
the goods the workingman needs. Show 
how labor wonld be benefited by a pol- 
icy which would cut the purchasing 
power of wages in two. 


An investor having money to lend 


was approached by a farmer who want- 
ed a loan for the purpose of buying new 
implements, additional stock and some 
fertilizers. "If you will let me have 
$800 on tho security of my land and 
buildings," said the farmer, "I will 
vote for a free silver law which will en- 
able me to pay you. back next year in 
dollars worth just half of those you 
lend me." State how much money that 
investor loaned the farmer, also the 
rate of interest paid. 


A large number of persons who com- 


plained that they were poor decided to 
enact laws which wonld make them all 
rich. As their poverty consisted in the 
lack of food, clothes, furniture, houses 
and other forms of wealth, they agreed 
tbat instead of producing the things 
they needed they would set men to work 
digging silver, which they did not need, 
out of the Rocky mountains. By so do- 
ing they expected that the supply of 
other labor products would in some mys- 
terious way be increased. How much is 
twice nothing, and how will the chang- 
ing of silver bullion into coins make 
more houses, machinery, or beef?

and Judge Roper A. Prior as his 
friends. He adds thut he left New 
York with the object of making » 
European tour, hut learning that he 
wasbuiag shadowed by English de- 
tectives he traveled under an assumed 
name. 
In the course of his travels he 


went to Italy, Belgium and Prance. It 
was his intention to return to Xew 
York on September 20. Tynan pledges 
his honor that he has not taken part in 
any political affair m France, and that 
he hab done nothing beyond the oxdi- 
nary Mg-htseeing of a tourist. He ap- 
peals to Mr. Eustis to use his influence 
to prevent his surrender to the British 
authorities, for, he says, to hand him 
over to the British government would 
oertainly mean death for him. 
He re- 


calls tlie help given by Irishmen to 
1'ranoj at 
Fontenoy. In conclu- 


sion, 
he states that if Ambas- 


sador Enstis will graciously urge 
his request for release upon the French 
jjovermnent, and if France will kindly 
permit him to depart for his horn* 
both will receive the thanks of mil- 
lions of Iribh throughout the globe. 
The letter is dated Sept 15, but Mr. 
Enstis did not receive it until yesterday.

WILL MAKE THEIR OWN RATES. 
Trouble ft an American RaUrwd En- 


terprise in Columbia. 


Colon, Columbia, Sept. 2S.—The trou- 


ble between the national government 
and Manager Ford of the Carthagena 
& Magdalen* River Railroad company, 
which Is an American enterprise, gives 
promise of being amicably adjusted. 
The governor of the province of Mag- 
dalena ordered Mr. Ford to receive and 
transport all freight by weight, under 
threat of fine and imprisonment. Mr. 
Ford refused to obey the order, main- 
taining that the company had the right 
to conduct its business as best suited 
itself, and denying the right of the 
government to interfere with the road 
in any way. It does not appear that 
the threat of the governor was put into 
effect. The national government will 
seek to have the quarrel adjusted by 
arbitration. Mr. Ford protests against 
the arbitrators being selected from 
among the residents of Carthagena, 
holding that they are biased in favor 
of tjie governor. His protest, it Is 
thought, will be heeded, and the arbi- 
trators will be selected^rom men whose 
decision will be impartial. The com- 
pany is a Boston organization which 
has put over (5,000,000 in the road. 


STARVATION THREATENED. 


Deplorable Outlook for Labrador Fliher- 


men If Relief Doe* Not Come. 


St. Johns, N. F., Sept, S2.—Clergy- 


men, school teachers and other resi- 
dents of Labrador and northern New- 
foundland are writing to the newspa- 
pers and the government respecting 
the destitution prevailing on those 
coasts, owing to the failure of tb^ fish- 
eries. The writers unite in declaring 
that hundreds of persons must perish 
from starvation unless extensive rellif 
measures nre inaugurated soon. They 
urge the government to grapple with 
the situation promptly and they also 
solicit the assistance of the British 
cabinet, through whose restrictive laws 
in favor of French fishermen and 
against the residents most of the des- 
titution is due. 


ARREST OF CDRHS

Peak at once laid the matter before the 
government, with the result that the 
release of Mr. Curtis was Immediately 
ordered.

Preliminary Arrangement* 


Will Be DlBcaiied. 


New .York, Sept. 82.—It was report- 


ed this morning that another combina- 
tion Is about to be formed, and that it 
is to consist of the wrought iron and 
steel pipe manufacturers of Pennsyl- 
vania. Representatives of the concerns 
interested will meet this afternoon at 
the Hotel Waldorf for that purpose, 
and If the preliminary arrangements 
are carried through the combination 
will be on the same lines as the Besse- 
mer 
Steel Producers' association, 


which was formed in this city last 
spring. At the present time there aro 
thirty-nine plants in America manu- 
facturing wrought iron and steel pipe,

seamless tubing and 


steel riveted pipe. It

tion will include all the wrought iron 
and steel pipe plants in the country, 
to the number of twenty-seven. About 
twenty-one mills are In working con- 
dition and have a capacity of about 
1,000,000 tons annually. The capital 
invested is very large, aggregating 
very nearly 930,000,000. The corpora- 


J tions find that it is necessary for a 
i binding organization similar to the 
1 steel billet combination, and it is 
1 thought that one of this kind would 
inspire better returns for the capital 
invested. Time and again agreements

{ making them. The new scheme which 
' will be offered to-day is said to differ 
from all others and is guaranteed to 
hold the most refractory in line.

An American Kxpelled and Another De- 


ported—Dfoattroua Battle for Rebel*. 
Havana, Sept. 22.—The director of 


the Conservatory of Music, Hubert 
Blanck, and an American planter, Al- 
fredo Hernandez, have been expelled 
from Cuba, and will soon leave this 
city for Key West.

MASSACRES OF CHRIST'ANS. 


The Kepnrt of Freih Outrage* by the 


Turk* Confirmed—Detail* Beoelved. 
Constantinople, Sept. 22.—The report 


of fresh massacres at Egin, in Iho 
vilayet of Karpnt, has been confirmed 
and some of the details received. 
The 


butchery took place on the 15th and 
16th of the present month. The Kurds 
attacked 
the 
Armenian quarter, 


killed large numbers of its inhabitants 
and pillaged and burned their houses. 
Many Armenians escaped to the moun- 
tains. According to the accounts of 
the Turkish authorities, 690 Armenians 
were killed at Egin. These official ad- 
vices state that the outrage was pro- 
voked by the Armenians firing into the 
Turkish quarter. The Armenians of 
| Egin escaped the massacres of 16'J 
r> by 


purchasing their security with money 
and produce. It is feared here that 


I the massacre at Egin is the beginning 
of a fresh series of massacres in Arme- 
nia, which was anticipated after the 
massacies which have just been ended 
here, A special cabinet meeting has 
been held at the palace in order to con- 
sider plans for completing the defenses 
of the Dardanelles as proposed by the 
Russian General Tschikatscheff, who 
inspected these fortifications some time 
ago' Artim Fasha, the Turkish under- 
secretary for foreign affairs, has been 


[ instructed to accomplish the reconcilia- 
! tion of the government with the Ar- 


I rnenians, the means suggested being 
' that the Armenians should send an ad- 
dress to the sultan praying for pro- 


! tcction, asserting that the Armenians 
are always loyal, and condemning the 
agitators. 


ENGLAND'S HANDS TIED. 


Her Intervention In Turkey Would Came 


a European War. 


London, Sept. 22,—At a meeting 


held last night in Shoredlteh to pro- 
test against the massacre of Christians 
by Turks, a most important announce- 
ment was made, which, it is believed, 
puts an end to all conjecture regard- 
ing the action that might be taken by 
the British government in the direc- 
tion of putting an end to the massacres 
by foroo or deposing the sultan. 
The 


statement was made by John Lowles, 
member of the house of commons for 
the Haggtirston division of Bhoreditch. 
He said that If England had a free 
hand in the matter, very few days 
would elapse before there would be a 
change in Turkey. He then added 
that ho was authorized by the foreign 
office to say that Great Britain was 
confronted by an agreement between 
the three powers that if she attacked 
Turkey on any excuse or pretext she 
would hare to face that oombination. 
If she fired a c Ingle shot or took action 
alone it would mean that at that mo- 
ment there would be a European war. 


Antl-Turklili Meeting at Manchester. 
Manchester, Eng., Sept. 22.—At tha 


meeting held here last evening to pro- 
test against Turkish treatment oFUie 
Armenians, the bishop of Manchester 
presiding, several thousand persons 
were present, including a number of 
prominent men.
